RACING RECORDS 247 YEARLINGS 


By Sires of Coldstream Stud’s 1940 Yearlings 


Sold At Public Auction, 1933-38 


Coldstream Stud’s 1940 yearlings are sired by 13 different stal- 
lions, 10 of which had had yearlings sold at public auction prior to 
1939. The 247 yearlings by these 10 sires sold at public auction from 
1933 through 1938 brought $685,085. 


These yearlings had won, to June 1, 1940, more than $1,298,704 
—or $613,619 above their purchase price.

A Challenge Accepted 


ONSIDERING how thoroughly the smoke of 

war has screened the future, so that one can- 
not step with any sureness even into tomorrow, 
it is most encouraging to see the confidence now 
being manifested by the American Turf. On 
every hand is evidence that the breeders and own- 
ers of race horses and operators of race tracks 
are resolved to go ahead with the expansion and 
improvement of racing, come what may. Purses 
are going up, new tracks are in the making, pub- 
lic support is increasing, production of horses is 
increasing, importations are streaming into the 
country. Certainly the American Turf is not set- 
ting its course according to fear of the future. 

Now comes the finest, most confident gesture 
we have seen in years, the announcement that 
Belmont Park on October 5, 1940, will inaugurate 
a $50,000 added handicap at a distance of 214 
miles. This is not only confidence, it is down- 
right audacity. The completeness of the audacity 
is indicated by the fact that the Futurity, most 
famous of American 2-year-old races, has been 
nudged out of its place of honor on the last day 
of the Belmont Park fall meeting to make room 
for this amazing ‘‘marathon,” as it will soon be 
called on the sport pages. 

We want to be seen in the front row among 
those who applaud Belmont Park for this heroic 
effort to change the course of American racing. 
We approve of it without equivocation, without 
reservation. Win or lose, it will be a noble effort. 

But Alfred Vanderbilt, president of the West- 
chester Racing Association, and the other mem- 
bers of the Belmont Park directorate must brace 
themselves for a barrage of criticism, and must 
prepare to carry on in the face of many adverse 
conditions. The time is none too long for trainers 
to select their candidates and make them ready 
for a race of 18 furlongs. It will be difficult to 
arrange and fill a sufficient number of prelimi- 
nary races leading up to the big event. Possibly 
the field which actually goes to the post will be 
small, and probably, even if it is a large field, it 
will include several horses which will be sneering-

ly referred to as selling platers and plodders. The 
experts may point out that it is a waste of good 
money to spend it on such “beetles,” a beetle be- 
ing a horse which has failed to distinguish him- 
self in the sprints which the American Turf now 
accepts as distance races. The racing secretary 
will find himself unable to make as accurate a 
handicap as he could for a race half as long, train- 
ers may give their cooperation grudgingly, and 
the public may be disgruntled if its necessarily 
blurred idea of ‘‘form’’ should prove wide of the 
mark. Other tracks will be fearful of long races 
—and there must be many such races if there is 
ever to be one great one. Even if the race proves 
fairly popular, the breeding experts will come 
along in a few years with the discovery that it is 
not worth the candle because its winners are not. 
distinguishing themselves as the ancestors of 
great horses. (Handicaps do not improve the. 
breed as weight-for-age races do, but they im-. 
prove the pari-mutuel handle.) 

All these coals and many more will be heaped 
on Mr. Vanderbilt's head before the show is over. 
Presumably he recognizes the difficulties ahead 
and has accepted the challenge in full knowledge 
of the odds against him. We hope he sees the 
situation in its full perspective, and that he can 
bear with patience the impatience of those who do 
not see clearly but who can bang vehemently. AIE 
these problems have a solution, all these argu- 
ments have an answer, all these dissatisfactions 
have their recompense, if this race succeeds in 
adding materially to the stature of distance rac- 
ing in the United States. Because distance rac- 
ing has been so long absent from American rac- 
ing, it is certain to be thoroughly misunderstood 
and roundly abused. We hope that those who 
elect to defend it will inform themselves so thor- 
oughly that they know not only its advantages 
but its faults, so that they may neither admit too 
much nor claim too much. 

If this New York Handicap is successful it may 
prove a turning point in the history of American 
racing and of American Thoroughbred breeding: 
as well. Wherefore we express the hope that there 
will be many to help it toward success.

Belmont's New Race 


EVERAL years ago Alfred Vanderbilt was 

playing with the idea of reviving the Pimlico 
Cup, a 2',-mile handicap which ran from 1919 
to the depression. Exterminator won it three 
times straight, and such performers as Display, 
Diavolo, and Edith Cavel won later renewals. The 
plans were never made public, because they were 
never completed. The War Admiral-Seabiscuit 
race was the attraction of the year, and when it 
proved possible to arrange the special, there was 
nothing more heard of the Pimlico Cup, which 
seemed, to this observer, a bit unfortunate. 


But when Mr. Vanderbilt has an idea, appar- 
ently, he doesn’t give up on it in a hurry. A 
2%4-mile handicap will be inaugurated this fall 
at Belmont Park, with the attractive sum of 
$50,000 added to it. It is, in effect, a revival of 
the Pimlico Cup, but at Belmont Park. This de- 
partment has been making a disturbance about 
distance racing for some five years or so, and 
naturally news of the New York Handicap was 
received with enthusiasm. If there were a fatted 
calf about, he would have stood in grave danger. 
But around Lexington, now, there is nothing ex- 
cept those lean, tough, hard yearlings that are 
going to Saratoga. 

For some time the objection was made that all 
of the stress of American racing was placed on 
2- and 3-year-old events, and that there was in- 
sufficient inducement to keep a good stud pros- 
pect in training after his 3-year-old season ended. 
This objection does not lie, as the lawyers say, 
any longer. With a $100,000 handicap, five $50,- 
600 races, three $25,000 events that come immedi- 
ately to mind, and any number at from $10,000 
to $20,000, a stout handicapper has as rich a 
group of opportunities as a 2- or 3-year-old. It 
would be possible for a single horse, if he were 
good enough, to win upward of $300,000 in one 
year, without any excessive amount of racing. 
No 2-year-old has ever done so much, and only 
one 3-year-old. 

But racing still has a forgotten division, as has 
been pointed out before. The 4-year-old or up of 
high class gets no clear advantage from his 
superiority, in that he must pick up enough 
weight to bring him back to horses that couldn’t 
stay in his dust at level weights. This is not 
true of younger horses, and it ought not to be so 
completely true of older ones. There are a scatter- 
ing few of weight-for-age events, at Saratoga and 
Belmont Park, but if a single performer won them 
all, he would earn less than $20,000. This is not 
exactly hay, but it is no inducement to keep in 
training a horse which could be retired to stud 
and booked to 30 mares at $1,000 each. 

It is no longer fair to look to Pimlico or to Bel- 
mont Park for any improvement of this situation. 
Both tracks offer a roster of stakes which they 
can hardly be asked to improve. There would 
be no need for a horse to get out of Belmont Park 
to prove his fitness as a stallion—the Futurity, 
Belmont Stakes, Realization, Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, and New York Handicap would be enough. 
For that matter, a horse which had won the 
Pimlico Futurity, Preakness Stakes, and Bowie 
Handicap wouldn't stack up badly as a stud pros- 
pect. Saratoga, with the Hopeful Stakes, Trav-

ers, and its three weight-for-age events, includ- 
ing the Saratoga Cup at 1% miles, might make 
some similar claim. Outside of these, Santa 
Anita Park, which this year has a $50,000 handi- 
cap at 114 miles, is the only track which asks its 
top horses to run more than a mile and a quarter. 

If operators of any other tracks are sitting in 
lonely vigil until dawn, wondering how they can 
do their part toward giving substance and body 
to American racing, the case isn’t hopeless. There 
are still a few things to be done, of which one of 
the principal ones is the inauguration of a series 
of weight-for-age races at all distances up to two 
miles or so. 


Shots at Random 


AUL REVERE rode a horse from the Charles 

River to a spot, now marked with a stone, in 
front of a hot dog stand several miles out of 
Boston. It was quite a ride, and it was rather 
appropriate that Suffolk Downs should name one 
of its stakes for Paul. But it is a clear case of 
infiltration when a race named for one of the 
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earliest American patriots is won by an English 
horse. *Bosley, bred in England, by William 
Woodward, took the 1940 renewal last Saturday. 
Come to think of it, though, the English caught 
Paul, at that rock I mentioned. ... Any amount 
of English horses are now “on the water,” 
though no one wants them named until they ar- 
rive safely. But as far as I know, only one ship- 
ment has had any trouble. Way back in the 
winter a ship carrying some stock for Walter 
Salmon was accidentally rammed in the dark. It 
went back to port, made its needed repairs, and 
came on over... . Earl Pool started riding again 
at Lincoln Fields this year. He is one of the 
eldest riders active in America, being 44 years 
old. But the adventure did not last long; on July 
13 his mount wheeled and threw him, and Pool 
suffered a broken arm. Only older rider active 
this year is Norman Foden, who, according to the 
American Racing Manual, is 53. ... There is talk 
in California about reviving the receiving barn, 
abandoned after several seasons. Horsemen have 
a good many legitimate objections, but no one 
has been able to suggest anything safer. 


ILLINOIS 


Arlington Park 


A VERY fine day of racing was offered at 

Arlington Park July 13, but the Arlington 
Lassie Stakes, which was the principal event of 
the day, was hardly up to standard, in that it 
drew virtually none of the important Eastern 
performers, and decided nothing about the 2-year- 
old filly leadership. The interest of the day was 
chiefly from a very good supporting card, which 
brought, among others, a good many of the Clas- 
sic candidates into action. i 

In one of the most important of these, a $1,500 
allowance race at a mile, Milky Way Farm's Gal- 
lahadion got his first victory in his four starts 
since he won the Kentucky Derby. He ran the 
distance in 1:3815 over a good but not a fast 
track, beating Valdina Star, Town Boy, and Andy 
K., the latter stopping badly after leading for 
most of the way. Gallahadion trailed his field 
into the stretch, then ran around the others to win 
easily. 

Another good 3-year-old race resulted in a 
handy victory for J. E. Widener’s Roman, which 
led all the way to win a $1,200 sprint from a band 
of older horses. The race gives no indication of 
any danger from Roman at classic distances, con- 
firms his class as a sprinter. The 3-year-old fil- 
lies had a one-mile allowance event, for a $1,000 
purse, and the winner of this was J. O. Keene’s 
Jeanne d’Arc, by Man o’ War from Mr. Keene’s 
top producer, Jeanne Bowdre. Another allow- 
ance event, at 14% miles, was won by the durable 
Mucho Gusto, which led all the way to beat a 
field which included Bucking and Shot Put. 

There are two remaining weeks for the Arling- 
ton Park meeting, with the $30,000 Classic Stakes 
up on July 20. Gallahadion and Roman qualified 
nicely on July 13, and Andy K. may be expected 
to improve from his race on the same day. Bime- 
lech is training satisfactorily for the race, and 
though the stable has typically made no an- 
nouncement, he will presumably be a starter, 
though only if the track is fast. Belair Stud’s 
Fenelon, with a victory in the Empire City Han- 
dicap to his credit, may be shipped out for the 
event. Other possible starters include Jacomar, 
Corydon, Sirocco, and Marogay. 
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Blue Delight's Lassie Stakes 


None of the leading fillies from the Eastern 
tracks were in the eight-horse field which con- 
tested the Arlington Lassie Stakes ($10,000 
added, 2-year-old fillies, six furlongs) at Arling- 
ton Park July 13, so that the result of the race 
did not add a great deal to the 2-year-old filly 
picture. It did, however, take something from 
the reputation of J. E. Widener’s Misty Isle (122), 
which was generally regarded as the best of the 
fillies in the Chicago area. 

Misty Isle was a 9-to-10 favorite, with the 
Woolford Farm entry of Silvestra (117) and 
Unquote (117) a rather lightly backed second 
choice. Overlooked almost entirely was Mrs. 
John Marsch’s Blue Delight (119), a stakes win- 
ner at Lincoln Fields but beaten rather decisively 
by both Silvestra and Unquote a few days before 
the Lassie. Jockey A. Snider was her rider, and 
he had her out of the gate alertly. She had the 
foot of the field, drew out to a four-length lead 
in a fast half-mile. She began tiring in the 
stretch, but so did Misty Isle, which was her 
nearest pursuer at that stage, and she came to 
the finish, ridden out, two and a quarter lengths 
in front of the Widener filly. Misty Isle had 
moved up between horses after three furlongs, 
and the effort used her up a good deal. However, 
she was able to wear down Valdina Farm’s Val- 
dina Myth (122), by Sortie, in the last furlong 
and take second place. Valdina Myth was two 
and a half lengths ahead of Cleaveland Putnam’s 
Moja (117), by Ladysman. Traffic Court (117), 
Silvestra, Tidy Whisk (117), and Unquote fol- 
lowed in order.

Blue Delight has started six times, won four 
races, finished second once, and has earned $23,- 
475. She is a full sister to Lightspur, which raced 
capably for Mr. Marsch until an injury necessi- 
tated his destruction, and to Blue Flyer, which 
won her first race at Arlington Park on July 15. 
The filly won the Joliet Stakes at Lincoln Fields 
in June, and the particulars of her pedigree ap- 
peared in THE BLOoD-HoRSE of June 15, page 832. 


Rule on Starters 


On July 4 at Arlington Park Porter’s Mite was 
injured when on the way to the post, and under 
the Illinois Rules of Racing was considered a 
starter, no refund being made, though the horse 
was excused by the stewards. At the request of 
the track, the Illinois State Racing Commission 
passed a rule on July 9, defining a horse as a 
starter only if he actually begins a race. 

The change was none too soon. On July 13 
Sun Alexandria injured himself on the way to 
the post, lunging and coming down over the in- 
side rail. He was excused from the race, and 
wagers on him were refunded.

DEATH OF W. S. KILMER 


ED HORNING, now trainer for William E. 

Boeing, was in charge of a shipment of year- 
lings which Delbert Reiff brought from war- 
swept France in 1916 to be sold by public auction 
at Saratoga. One morning a few days before the 
sale a big, well dressed man with a very confident 
bearing approached Mr. Horning with the sug- 
gestion that he would like to buy the best yearling 
in the consignment. Having satisfied himself 
that the visitor was not kidding, Horning led out 
a shapely, muscular yearling named Sunday, 
whose pasterns were marked rather noticeably 
with what appeared to be well developed ring- 
bones. The man gave him $20 and went away, 
came back on two subsequent occasions to see 
the horse, and gave him a $20 tip each time. 
When the sale was held the colt was knocked 
down at $6,000 to Ted Horning’s liberal visitor, 
who promptly changed his name to *Sun Briar. 


Thus began the rise of a spectacular career in 
Thoroughbred racing and breeding which ended 
last Friday night, July 12, with the death of Wil- 
lis Sharpe Kilmer at his Sky Lake estate near 
Binghamton, N. Y. Mr. Kilmer had not been in 
good health since the shock and exposure incident 
to a destructive fire at his Remlik Hall in Vir- 
ginia had brought on a severe illness. Last year 
he seemed to be making headway toward com- 
plete recovery, but at Christmas he suffered a re- 
lapse. An attack of pneumonia precipitated his 
death. 

Mr. Kilmer had had a modest interest in racing 
before he bought *Sun Briar—a purchase which 
shaped the remainder of his career. He had cre- 
ated a fortune by advertising and vigorously pro- 
moting a patent medicine known as Swamproot, 
manufactured by a company owned by his uncle 
and father. The fortune grew to an estimated 
$30,000,000, had branched into many fields, in- 
cluding a newspaper, the Binghamton Press, be- 
fore restrictive legislation made it less easy to 
market nostrums such as Swamproot. 

*Sun Briar was the best 2-year-old of 1917. 
The next winter he was the favorite for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. But as it began to appear that 
*Sun Briar was going to be difficult to train for 
the Kentucky classic, Mr. Kilmer instructed 
Trainer Henry McDaniel to purchase a good-class 
gelding which would make a work-mate for the 
colt. At Lexington that spring “Uncle Henry” 
found a big, raw-boned, angular 3-year-old geld- 
ing called Exterminator, bought him from J. Cal 
Milam for a price many times reported to have 
been $15,000 (Mr. Milam says it was $9,000). 
Exterminator was a winner, and had been work- 
ing well at the old Kentucky Association track. 
Mr. Kilmer, according to his own statement, did 
not know at the time of the purchase, that the 
gelding was eligible to the Kentucky Derby. But 
it turned out that Exterminator won the Derby 
and went on to a series of triumphs which made 
him one of the greatest and most beloved of 
American race horses. 

Thus, within the space of a year and a half, 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer had the great fortune to 
gain possession of two of the best horses of the 
century. While Exterminator’s star waxed, *Sun 
Briar’s waned, as a race horse. But in 1919 *Sun 
Briar was put in the stud at Mr. Kilmer’s farm at 
Binghamton, N. Y. (where Swamproot was man- 
ufactured), and thereupon Mr. Kilmer struck gold 
again, for *Sun Briar turned out to be one of the 
most successful sires in the history of the Ameri- 
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W. S. KILMER 


can Thoroughbred. He laid the foundations which 
have made W. S. Kilmer one of the leading breed- 
ers of Thoroughbreds in the last two decades. 

In 1919, as a 4-year-old, *Sun Briar was bred 
to several mares which Mr. Kilmer had in his 
small stud at Binghamton, and in 1920 came his 
first crop of seven foals, all out of imported 
mares. Mr. Kilmer had been breeding Thorough- 
breds for several years, basing his operations 
mostly on stock imported from France and Eng- 
land. In 1922, when the get of *Sun Briar began 
racing, their promise was such that Mr. Kilmer 
decided to expand his breeding program. He sent 
out scouts to find a new farm, finally decided 
upon a location near New Market, Va., in the 
Shenandoah Valley. The nucleus of what is now 
the great Court Manor stud he purchased from 
George Harrington. Later additions brought it to 
its present size of approximately 1,200 acres. 
There *Sun Briar and most of the other stock 
were transferred after the breeding season of 
1924 and there Mr. Kilmer created one of the 
finest Thoroughbred nurseries in America. 

When the horses in the estate of Frank J. Nolan 
were dispersed by auction at Saratoga in 1922 Mr. 
Kilmer paid the top price of the sale, $6,100. for 
the Fair Play mare Beautiful Lady, which in 1925, 

«produced, to the cover of *Sun Briar, the noted 
distance performer Sun Beau, which carried the 
Kilmer colors to victory in a long series of im- 
portant races culminating in a new world’s record 
for money earned by a race horse, $376,744, a 
record superseded this year by Seabiscuit. 

Mr. Kilmer bred two other horses which passed

the $100,000 mark in earnings. These were Reigh 
Count ($178,170) and Sally’s Alley ($104,362). 
Reigh Count, by *Sun Briar’s brother *Sunreigh 
out of *Contessina, was sold to Mrs. John D. 
Hertz as a 22-year-old. Sally’s Alley, by *Allu- 
meur out of Salvolatile, by Disguise, won the 
Belmont Park Futurity and one division of the 
Pimlico Futurity under the Kilmer colors, and is 
still, at the age of 20, a valued member of the 
Court Manor stud. Besides these Mr. Kilmer 
bred a long list of high-class performers, includ- 
ing Sun Flag, Sunsini, the ill-fated Sunny Man, 
Sun Edwin, Try Sympathy, Suntica, Sun Egret, 
Chance Sun (in partnership with J. E. Widener), 
Sun Lover, and others. To the end of 1939 the 
Kilmer-bred horses had won a total of $3,919,521, 
according to the annual totals published in the 
American Racing Manual. In 1939 he ranked 
second among American breeders in point of 
money won and first in number of races won. In 
1934 he was third in money won. Except for 
1925 and 1926, he had been among the 12 leading 
breeders in every year since and including 1922. 

Among the stallions which Mr. Kilmer owned 
were *Allumeur, *Assagai, Mint Briar, *Herodot, 
*Sunreigh, *Magic II, Gift Hawk, *Traumer, 
Genie, Neddie, *Gino, *Hilltown, and others, but 
*Sun Briar was the bone and sinew of his breed- 
ing successes from beginning to end. 

Though he always maintained a racing stable, 
Mr. Kilmer’s ambitions were chiefly centered on 
breeding good horses. He patterned his activities 
to some extent on those of John E. Madden, some- 
times selling his horses privately, sometimes by 
auction, and usually he kept a fair-sized stable in 
action. In 1922, when Exterminator was winning 
more money than any 7-year-old in history had 
ever done, the Kilmer earnings totaled $186,278, 
ranking him third on the list of leading owners. 
After this his annual winnings reached $100,000 
on only three occasions, in 1928, 1930, and 1931, 
when Sun Beau was building his record total. 

For the last several years it has been the prac- 
tice of Mr. Kilmer to sell all or most of his year- 
lings at Saratoga, and his offerings have been 
among the most popular at the Fasig-Tipton 
auctions. 

Mr. Kilmer’s “Thoroughbred department” was 
headed by Alex M. Robb, on whose shoulders has 
fallen most of the responsibility for carrying on 
during his chief’s illness. His farm staff in- 
cludes Stanley Shackelford, Walter Jauncey, and 
John A. Holm, all veterans in the service of Mr. 
Kilmer, whose testy treatment of his employees 
failed to shake their loyalty. But on the race 
track the master of Court Manor found no such 
constant souls to train his horses, and many 
jokes were made concerning the long line of men 
who had trained for him. Among these were 
Henry McDaniel, Frank Taylor, Milo Shields, J. 
Simon Healy, Fred Curtis, Jack I. Smith, C. W. 
Carroll, Mike Bernard, William Short, William 
Irvine, Andy Schuttinger, Frank Bray, A. G. 
Blakely, Willie Knapp, Eugene Wayland, John 
Burttschell, Paul Lycan, W. A. (Doc) Crawford, 
E. L. (Woody) Fitzgerald, George Land, George 
Phillips, Jack Adkins, Trevor Woodcock, Elmer 
Trueman, Charles Casey, D. R. McDaniel, Bennet 
Creech, C. H. Trotter, and Jack Whyte. Possibly 
the longest continuous service among these has 
been that of W. A. Crawford, who returned to 
the stable in 1937 and still has charge of it. 

At the time of his death Mr. Kilmer owned one 
of the largest and finest collections of broodmares 
in the country and had at Court Manor the stal- 
lions *Sun Briar (still hale and sound at the age 
of 25), Sun Beau, Neddie, and *Gino. He still 
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owned Mint Briar, which made the 1940 season 
at Victor P. Noyes’ Long Green Stock Farm near 
Hyde, Md., Sun Circle, which stands at Major 
Goss L. Stryker’ s Springfield Farm, at Timonium, 
Md., and *Hilltown, which is also out under lease. 
Sunmelus he sold last winter to Hugo F. Bouse, 
of Cleveland. 

Included among his holdings were Court Manor, 
Sun Briar Court at Binghamton, and Remlik 
Hall in Virginia, where he had training head- 
quarters until operations were discontinued there 
a short while ago. The mansion at Remlik was 
burned to the ground in 1938, entailing the loss 
of many valuable art treasures and bringing on 
the illness which finally culminated in Mr. Kil- 
mer’s death. 

What disposition will be made of the splendidly 
equipped farms and the valuable array of breed- 
ing stock has not yet been announced. It has 
been assumed in some quarters that Mrs. Kilmer, 
the former Sarah Jane Wells, of Virginia, whom 
Mr. Kilmer married in Paris in the fall of 1932, 
will continue with the breeding of Thoroughbreds. 

Mr. Kilmer was 71 years old at the time of his 
death, having been born in Brooklyn October 18, 
1868.

Empire City 


N July 13, for the third time in 12 days of rac- 
ing, Empire City had a pari-mutuel turnover 
which went past $1,000,000, and the fact that the 
turnover on the two Saturdays and on July 4 has 
varied only about $10,000 suggests that this is 
about the capacity of the track’s pari-mutuel set 
up. The July 13 figure was $1,028,780, and it 
brought the total for the meeting to $8,402,581, a 
daily average of $700,215. This probably will de- 
crease, for the first week included the Inde- 
pendence Day holiday and was consequently big- 
ger than either of the two remaining weeks is 
likely to be, but that the track will have the most 
successful meeting of its history seems assured. 
The smallest crowd of the meeting was out on 
July 12, with threatening weather conditions hold- 
ing it down, and even so the pari-mutuel turnover 
was $468,549. 

The Saturday card was featured by the Empire 
City Handicap, in which Belair Stud’s Fenelon 
indicated that he is ready to offer a challenge to 
Bimelech for summer 3-year-old honors. A slow 
track took something from the rest of the pro- 
gram, as only two other non-claiming races, one 
for maidens, were offered. A sprint for 2-year- 
old fillies, under allowance conditions, resulted in 
a victory for King Ranch’s La Pompadour, the 
second winner from the first crop of foals by Bold 
Venture. The maiden affair was won by the 5- 
year-old Impressionist, a son of Stimulus owned 
by Mrs. J. Myers. A 1%4-mile race for platers, 
for a $1,500 purse, went to Mansfield Stable’s 
Money Muddle, 7-year-old Mad Hatter gelding. 

The Fleetwing Handicap, for 3-year-olds and 
up over the 5% course, and the East View Stakes, 
for 2-year-olds at the same distance, are the joint 
attractions on July 20. Two other stakes events, 
both to be decided on the final Saturday, complete 
the stakes program. Thereafter New York racing 
moves upstate to Saratoga, which opens July 29.

Through July 6, with the first week of the Em- 
pire City meeting included, New York State had 
received a total of $2,481,396 from racing. There 
is no doubt that New York will have the highest 
revenue from racing in the United States, for it 
has united the heaviest pari-mutuel turnover in 
the country with the largest tax take-out of any 
major racing State. 


Fitzsimmons Is One-Two 


One of the 1939 2-year-olds from which a good 
3-year-old performance was expected was Belair 
Stud’s Fenelon, both because he won the mile- 
and-70-yard Endurance Handicap last fall, and 
because the Fitzsimmons-trained stock is so fre- 
quently dangerous at the longer distances of the 
important 3-year-old races. Fenelon won his first 
start of the year, then was unplaced in the Chesa- 
peake Stakes, and was discovered to be develop- 
ing a cough which kept him inactive while the 
major 3-year-old spring races were decided. But 
on July 1 he was back to win an overnight race 
at Empire City, and when he was ready for his 
first stakes engagement of the summer, the Em- 
pire City Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
1% miles) on July 13, he was confidently backed.

Fenelon was foaled at A. B. Hancock's Clai- 
borne Stud, Paris, Ky., on May 18, 1937. Last 
year he won but one race, though he once fin- 
ished first and was disqualified.

18 Furlongs for $50,000 


A surprising addition to the pitifully small ros- 
ter of distance stakes for large purses was made 
July 14, when Alfred Vanderbilt announced that 
Belmont Park would add to its fall program the 
New York Handicap, with $50,000 added, at the 
cup distance of 2!, miles. It will be the longest 
race in the United States for any considerable 
purse. 

The race is a confirmation of Belmont Park’s 
present superiority among American race tracks 
in the matter of true distance tests. The Belmont 
Stakes (1'. miles) and the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion (15, miles) for 3-year-olds, the 114-mile 
Manhattan Handicap and the two-mile Jockey 
Club Gold Cup already made up a larger list of 
distance stakes than any other American track 
could show, and the addition of the New York 
Handicap is another powerful emphasis on 
stamina. 
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Nominations for the new handicap close August 
15, and the race will be run on closing day, Octo- 
ber 5. The rich Belmont Futurity, which has 
been the principal feature of the Belmont fall 
meeting, will be run on the previous Saturday, 
September 28. 


Aqueduct Statistics 


Under the new pari-mutuel system, the dis- 
tribution to horsemen at Aqueduct went up sharp- 
ly this year. The total distribution during the 18- 
day meeting was $235,675, a daily average of 
$13,093. Last year, when the summer meeting 
was of 24 days, the total distribution was $227,- 
200, the daily average $10,819, so that the in- 
crease is about 21 per cent. 

Belair Stud, paced by the Brooklyn Handicap 
winner *Isolater, got the largest share, $19,725. 
Mrs. E. G. Lewis was second with $14,225, and 
Arnold Hanger was third with $13,250, all but 
$250 of it won by He Did. 

Basil James led the riders, both in percentage 
and number of winners. The 14 firsts he got 
represented 24 per cent of his mounts. Donald 
Meade had 13 winners and 21 per cent, and Jimmy 
Stout also had 13, representing 20 per cent of his 
mounts. 

James Fitzsimmons was the leading trainer, 
with seven winners, and Hirsch Jacobs and Andy 
Schuttinger were tied for second with six each.

Though Walter Taylor could get but three win- 
ners last week, he nevertheless gained on the 
runner-up, Basil James, who got but one. At the 
end of the racing of July 13 Taylor was leading 
American jockey with 155 winners, to James’ 117.

Coast, is third with 108, and Donald Meade, add- 
ing six to his score, kept fourth place with 105. 
Jack Flinchum, still in a hospital, retains fifth 
place with 96, but Earl Dew, who had nine win- 
ners last year, moved up to a close sixth, with 94. 
P. Milligan has 89 to hold seventh place, but the 
biggest climb of the week was that of Shelby 
Clark, who had 11 winners at Arlington Park and 
moved to eighth with a total of 88. Wendell 
Eads, not previously among the first 10, got 
eight more to run his total to 86, and Eddie Ar- 
caro, who has 84, rounds out the first 10. Just 
below him are Carroll Bierman and M. Berg, with 
83 each, and Johnny Adams is not far back 
with 89.

Catalogues are now being distributed for the 
second summer sale of Thoroughbred horses, held 
under the auspices of the California Breeders As- 
sociation, says a story received from B. K. Beck- 
with, representative of the association. The auc- 
tion will be held Monday, July 29, in the enclosed 
paddock of Hollywood Park, and is limited to 
yearlings. 

One hundred and thirty-seven head are listed 
in the catalogue, representing the pick of young 
California-breds offered from 32 of the major 
Thoroughbred nurseries of the state. The get of 
45 stallions will go on the block. The sale will 
open at 2 o’clock in the afternoon sharp. Sixty- 
eight head will be sold in the afternoon vendue; 
dinner in the club house of Hollywood Park will 
follow; and promptly at 8 o’clock the evening sale 
will begin, offering the remaining 69 horses. 
Charles Adams, who wielded the gavel at the last 
two breeders’ sales, will again be the auctioneer. 


Farms represented for the first time in a Cal- 
ifornia Breeders Association sale include Rancho 
San Luis Rey, owned by Racing Commissioner 
Charles E. Cooper, who has entered 20 head, the 
largest consignment of this or any other Califor- 
nia Breeders auction. These are in large part 
brothers and sisters to former San Luis Rey win- 
ners, being mainly by the stallions Bon Homme, 
Alexander Pantages, Tedsim, Richfield, Easter 
Bells, and Sarada. Other first-time consignors are:

J. Warren MacClatchie’s Double V Ranch, with

Hollywood Park 


HROUGH July 13, with 33 of its 47 days com- 

pleted (not counting charity days), Holly- 
wood Park was still maintaining a daily pari- 
mutuel average of slightly over $500,000, and 
was in consequence headed for its most success- 
ful season. There will actually be at least 49 
days of racing at the track this summer. A char- 
ity day with the American Red Cross as the 
beneficiary was held some weeks ago, and on 
July 15 a special program was put on for child 
welfare organizations. 


The Tuesday program last week had a $2,000 
allowance race, at six furlongs, as its chief offer- 
ing. Louis B. Mayer's The Gob, by Hard Tack, 
was a rather easy winner. On the following day 
a $2,500 overnight race, at one mile, was the best 
event. Neil S. McCarthy’s Big Ben was an odds- 
on favorite, but in the stretch French Lick Sta- 
ble’s Big Flash, a Sweep All 3-year-old which had 
had no particular attention, ran from last place 
to first to win by a head. A. G. Tarn got the 
$2,000 feature on Thursday, with his Triplane, 
5-year-old gelding by Whichone. The best race 
on Friday, a $1,200 affair, went to Binglin Farm’s 
*Don Lin II, a South American by Alan Breck. 


The July 13 stakes, the $10,000 Argonaut Han- 
dicap, at 114, miles, went to Silver State Stable’s 
Specify, a 5-year-old Jamestown gelding which 
Owner A. A. Baroni had been trying to get a 
board of tax supervisors to cut from $10,000 to 
$5,000 in valuation. A supporting race for 3-year- 
olds at 14%, miles was won by Charles S. How- 
ard’s Mioland, with Weigh Anchor and Woof 
Woof filling the next two positions. The race 
was an important preparation for the $25,000 
added Hollywood Derby, which will be run July 20. 


First for Flying Choice 


The Starlet Sweepstakes ($10,000 added, 2- 
year-olds, six furlongs) at Hollywood Park July 
6 drew a big field of 16, including three starters 
for Rex C. Ellsworth, Flying Choice (115), Over 
Drive (118), and Labeled Win (118), the first a 
Flying Heels filly which had won two of her first 
four starts, the latter two by the almost white 
sprinter Silver Cord. The entry was made favor- 
ite at a little less than 3 to 1, and though Over 
Drive and Labeled Win showed little, their stable- 
mate ran off with the race from the first few 
strides. 


When the gate opened Flying Choice, with the 
veteran Johnny Longden in the saddle, came out 
at top speed. Rio Macaw (115) came along to 
contest the leadership, succeeded in running with 
the Flying Heels filly for a quarter-mile.

Six favorites won during a seven-race program 
at Empire City July 11. 
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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


EATHER at Suffolk Downs on July 13 was 
cloudy, but rain did not fall on the program, 
and the track dried from slow to good during the 
afternoon. Consequently a very good card was 
offered, headed by the Paul Revere Handicap, 
which Belair Stud’s *Bosley made the occasion 
of his first American stakes success. It marked 
a double for Trainer Tommy Driscoll, who has 
the Belair and Wheatley horses at Suffolk Downs, 
for he won one of the supporting events, a Class 
C event for 3-year-olds at one mile, with Wheat- 
ley Stable’s Ship Biscuit, a son of Hard Tack. 
There were two events for 2-year-olds during 
the afternoon also. A maiden event went to 
Grant Thern’s Bright Camp, a colt by Brilliant, 
beed by Tollie Young. The other, under allow- 
ance conditions, fell to S. Garfield’s Light Sweep- 
er, by Sweeping Light, bred by F. B. Koontz. 
Ancther interesting event, though it was under 
claiming conditions, was one of the few distance 
races New England race-goers have seen. The 
race was at 1% miles, and was won by Mrs. T. 
Haskos’ Miss L. P., a 5-year-old mare by Sand 
Mole, bred by Theodore Poolos in east Tennessee. 


Financially the track is running farther and 
farther ahead of 1939. Through July 13 the pari- 
mutuel turnover was $17,989,918, a daily aver- 
age of $374,997. At the same time last year the 
average was $367,865. 

The principal event of the meeting, the Massa- 
chusetts Handicap, is up for decision on Wednes- 
day, July 17. Among the probable starters were 
Challedon, Eight Thirty, Hash, Masked General, 
*Isolater, Aethelwold, Big Pebble, and others, and 
frospects were for a good race. The Mayflower 
Stakes, a $10,000 added event for 2-year-olds, at 
5% furlongs, is the stakes attraction on July 20. 


*Bosley's First American Stakes 


While James Fitzsimmons was staying at Em- 
pire City to saddle Belair Stud’s Fenelon to win 
the stakes event there on July 13, his assistant, 
Tommy Driscoll, was up at Suffolk Downs with 
another Belair racer, *Bosley (110), which Mr. 
Woodward bred in England out of an American 
mare, and he was equally successful in the Paul 
Revere Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1%, miles). 

There were nine starters in the race, *Isolater 
and two others having been withdrawn, and Up- 
stream (109) was very slightly favored over 
*Bosley. The pacemaker, however, was the utter 
outsider, Morcarine (107), which held a lead 
until the field turned into the stretch. *Bosley, 
with Charley Durando in the saddle, went along 
in second place, collared the leader without much 
trouble at the head of the stretch, and went on to 
the front. Circle M Ranch’s Big Pebble (110), 
coming up strongly at this point, found himself 
blocked by Morcarine as she tired and dropped 
back, and had to be eased up and sent around her. 
He came well when he was clear, but *Bosley had 
enough left to hold him, and won by a half-length. 
Mrs. W. R. Flemming’s Loveday (111), trailing 
for six furlongs, finished fastest of all to be third, 
a length behind Big Pebble, a head in front of 
Dixiana’s Star Boarder (107). In order followed 
Calexico (107), *Confiado (111), Morcarine, Dun- 
ade (117), and Upstream, the latter last all the

*Bosley raced in England at two, won the Mer- 
sey Stakes, was second in the Woodcote and 
Soltykoff Stakes.

In the United States he has raced at 
three and four, starting 17 times, winning four 
races, finishing second three times, and has 
earned $9,420. Merry Vixen won in the United 
States and was taken to England in 1932, after 
She had produced one foal, a non-winner, in the 
United States.

*Bosley is the only other winner. *Medora II is 
also dam of the winners Silver Lane (Babylon 
Handicap and dam of the stakes winner Blind 
Lane and several other winners), Beatrice 
(Champagne Stakes, Oakdale Handicap), Little 
Chief (23 wins and $86,219, including Travers, 
Whirl Stakes, Brooklyn, Saranta, Continental, 
Edgemere Handicaps, Manhattan Handicap twice, 
Tia Juana Cup, and sire), David Bone (Wakefield, 
Oceanus Handicaps), Sir Ashley (Empire City 
Derby, Knickerbocker Handicap, Shevlin Stakes), 
Pardee (Arrow, Melrose, Chamber of Commerce 
Stakes, Babylon, Oakdale, Bayview, Continental 
Handicaps), Pud, and Northampton, and the pro- 
ducer Moira Rhu.

Racing Vote in Colorado 


Several years ago legislation to permit pari- 
mutuel betting in Colorado got as far as the 
governor of the State, but was there vetoed. 
This fall the matter will be put up for a popular 
vote. 


Petitions containing signatures of 45,144 per- 
sons (the requisite number is 35,391) have been 
filed with the secretary of state, and the pro- 
posed bill will appear on the ballots next Novem- 
ber. The proposed legislation calls for a 3 per 
cent tax on pari-mutuel turnover, 10 per cent on 
admissions. It further provides that 85 per cent 
of the State’s net revenue be divided among 
the counties, the remaining 15 per cent going to 
the State bureau of information and publicity. 
Thomas H. Dameron, Frank K. Cusack, and John 
T. Allen are named in the bill as racing commis- 
sioners for six-year terms, with later appoint- 
ments to be made by the governor.

F. W. Armstrong Buys Easton 


ARLY last week THE BLOOD-HORSE learned 

that F. Wallis Armstrong, owner of Meadow- 
view Farms at Moorestown, N. J., had purchased 
the stallion Easton for importation, but was un- 
able to obtain confirmation and release of the 
story from Mr. Armstrong until just after the 
magazine had gone to press. To date the only 
information received from Mr. Armstrong, who is 
at his summer home on Nantucket Island, is that 
he has “bought Easton for Meadowview Farms.” 
Very likely not even the purchaser knows when 
the horse will be shipped. 

Easton, one of the most popular young sires 
in England, is a brown horse, foaled in 1931, by 
Dark Legend—*Phaona, by Phalaris out of Des- 
tination, by Desmond, third dam L’Etoile, sister 
to *Star Shoot, by Isinglass out of Astrology, by 
Hermit, No. 9 family. He was bred in France by 
the American Ralph Beaver Strassburger, and 
under Mr. Strassburger’s colors raced there as a 
2-year-old, winning once and finishing second 
once. At three he won the Prix Ladas at Le 
Tremblay, was shipped across the Channel to 
England, and showed his class by finishing second 
to the, at that time, unbeaten Colombo in the Two 
Thousand Guineas. After this impressive per- 
formance there were several sportsmen who tried 
to purchase him, and he eventually passed into 
the hands of the late Lord Woolavington for 
about £15,000. 

Under the latter’s colors he finished second in 
the Derby to Windsor Lad, which thereupon suc- 
ceeded Colombo as the top 3-year-old of 1934. 
Easton won the Select Stakes, his only other race 
in England that year, and on the Continent won 
the Grand International d’Ostende in Belgium 
(beating Admiral Drake) and finished third to 
Admiral Drake and Foulaubin in the Grand Prix 
de Paris. At four Easton reaffirmed his high 
class, winning the Lingfield Park Spring Stakes,

Windsor Lad beat him a length and a half. 

His. earnings in England were £3,369 (first 
monies), in France 39,140 francs, in Belgium 
600,000 francs. 

- In 1936 Easton was retired to the Lavington 
Park Stud, operated by the Hon. Mrs. Macdonald- 
Buchanan after the death of Lord Woolavington. 
He was very well patronized at a fee of 198 sov- 
ereigns plus a guinea for the groom (approxi- 
mately $1,000). His first yearlings appeared in 
the sales ring in 1938 and four of them averaged 
1.230 guineas, as they had inherited a good share 
of their sire’s handsome appearance. Last year 
his first winners appeared, three of them, all 
fillies, including Joke, winner of the valuable 
Acorn Plate at Epsom Downs. 

Dark Legend, sire of Easton, was by Dark 
Ronald (by Bay Ronald, by Hampton) out of 
Golden Legend, by Amphion out of St. Lucre, by 
St. Seif out of *Fairy Gold, by Bend Or, and is a 
member of the same illustrious branch of the No. 
9 family as Easton himself. Foaled in England 
in 1914, he was a winner of distance races there, 
was third in the wartime Derby substitute won 
by Gay Crusader, won the King Emperor’s Cup 
and Viceroy’s Cup in India, and was sent to 
France, where he has been quite successful in the 
stud. Easton is the best of his sons. 

*Phaona, dam of Easton, was purchased by Mr. 
Strassburger for 1,100 guineas at the Newmarket 
December Sales of 1926. She was bought by Wil- 
lis Sharpe Kilmer and imported to the United 
States before Easton’s top class was revealed by 
his 3-year-old performances. Mr. Kilmer also 
imported Easton’s half-brother *Hilltown, by 
*Blenheim II, and has given him an opportunity 
as a stallion. 


Family Affair 


There has been a long association between the 
family of the Lassie Stakes winner Blue Delight 
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and the family of Thomas Carr Piatt, at whose 
Crestwood Farm, near Lexington, she was foaled. 

As Thomas Piatt, father of Thomas Carr Piatt, 
remembers it, Grace J., the fifth dam of Blue 
Delight, was bought by Col. Milton Young out of 
the sale of General Jackson, of Tennessee, in 1903. 
The mare was then carrying a foal by The Com- 
moner. She was sent by Colonel Young to John 
D. Carr’s Crestwood Farm, with the understand- 
ing that “Uncle John” (father-in-law of the elder 
Piatt) would have a half-interest in the foal. 
The foal was a filly called Grace Commoner. Mr. 
Carr purchased Colonel Young’s share and sent 
her to W. J. Young to be trained. But the train- 
ing bills piled up at the rate of $3 a day. Uncle 
John stood it for a month, got the filly back home, 
and she never saw a race track again. 

Mr. Carr put Grace Commoner to breeding, 
and among her foals was Washoe Belle, which he 
said was the first stakes winner got by Sweep. 
Washoe Belle was sold as a yearling, Senator 
George Wingfield buying her for $400. After her 
racing Washoe Belle produced for Senator Wing- 
field the very fast stakes-winning filly Ruddy 
Light, foaled at his ranch in Nevada. But the 
Wingfield mares later were sent to Kentucky to 
be cared for by Thomas Carr Piatt, grandson of 
“Uncle John,” at the farm now owned by his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Robert M. Young. There Ruddy Light 
produced the stakes winner Chicleight, among 
other good ones. Now T. C. Piatt carries on his 
Thoroughbred breeding at Crestwood, and Chic- 
leight is among the mares he has boarded for 
some years for John W. Marsch, of Chicago. 
Chicleight produced the stakes winners Light- 
spur and Blue Delight at Crestwood—where 
their fifth dam was pastured 36 years ago. 

Beginning with the 1939 crop of foals, Mr. Piatt 
has leased all the Thoroughbred broodmares 
owned by Mr. Marsch, and he has in his Saratoga 
consignment this year a splendid yearling filly 
by Gallant Fox out of Ruddy Light. Chicleight 
has no yearling this year, has at side a full sister 
to Lightspur and Blue Delight, and appears to 
be in foal to *Pharamond II. In eight years, ac- 
cording to Mr. Piatt, Chicleight has had eight 
services, and her only miss was in 1939. 


Death of *Lancegaye 


Mrs. Randolph Scott’s 17-year-old stallion 
*Lancegaye, which was to have been sold at 
Saratoga in August, broke his shoulder in his 
paddock last week and had to be destroyed. He 
was at Mrs. Scott’s Montpelier Stud, Orange 
County, Virginia. 

*Lancegaye was bred in England by W. M. 
Singer, in 1923, and was by Swynford—Flying 
Spear, by Spearmint. At two he raced once un- 
placed. At three he started five times, won the 
Hardwicke Stakes and Great Northern Leger, 
was second in his other three starts, the Derby, 
Column Produce Stakes, and Princess of Wales’ 
Stakes. He earned £4,32414, all monies included. 
He was then retired to stud at Aislabie Stud, 
Stetchworth, Newmarket, at a fee of 200 guineas. 
He proved neither very fertile nor very success- 
ful, getting crops which ranged in number from 
two to 15. Altogether he got some 50 foals in 
England, and these won 24 races and £10,647%. 
Best of them were Links Tor (Doveridge Handi- 
cap, Haverhill, Triennial Produce Stakes, Durham 
County Produce Plate), and Punch (Cesarewitch, 
Coronation Cup, Cosmopolitan Cup). 

In 1931 came his first American-born foal, im- 
ported in utero by F. Wallis Armstrong. This 
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was sold at Saratoga as a yearling to Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloan for $1,200, and was Cavalcade, 
which was a good 2-year-old, an outstanding per- 
former at three. Late in 1933 Mrs. Scott (then 
Mrs. T. H. Somerville) purchased *Lancegaye 
from his breeder-owner, and he arrived in the 
United States in January, 1934. He has had 23 
foals in the four American crops which are now 
of racing age, but none of them has been very 
successful. Through 1939 he had winners in the 
United States of 19 races and $139,875, including 
Cavalcade’s eight wins and $126,965. 


Fort Churchill Dies 


Fort Churchill, 23-year-old stallion by *Honey- 
wood—Tamiga, by Emperor of Norfolk, died re- 
cently at E. M. Greenwood’s Lake Sammamish 
ranch in Washington. Bred by Nevada Stock 
Farm (George Wingfield), Fort Churchill raced 
until he was nine, starting 104 times, winning 31 
races and earning $17,076. His first winner was 
in 1934, and since that time he has been repre- 
sented by a few winners each year.

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REFUGEES 


HE conquest of France has apparently sealed 
the gates against any further exportation of 
Thoroughbreds from that country during the war. 
Numerous horses owned by Americans, or which 
might have been purchased by Americans if the 
opportunity afforded, including such as Tourbil- 
lon and Victrix, are now being accepted as lost 
forever, as far as the United States is concerned. 
But the situation in France and the threat of 
“total war” in England has started a new hegira 
of Thoroughbreds from that country to this. 
There will be many buyers and sellers and others 
to breathe more easily when the horses recently 
sold or shipped have been set down safely in an 
American harbor. Presumably a number of sales 
have been made in recent weeks which have not 
yet been announced, and will not be announced 
until the horses are delivered in this country. 
Among the sales which are already on the record 
are those of Easton (see Stud News) and Saint 
Andrews, recently purchased by E. F. Woodward 
for his farm in Texas. 

Monday of this week a number of American 
owners heard with relief that two boats had 
docked in New York City with a cargo of ap- 
proximately 35 horses brought out of England 
as invasion was threatened from across the Chan- 
nel. THE BLOOD-HORSE has not been able as yet to 
ascertain the identity of all the horses on board, 
but from various sources has pieced together a 
partial account of them. 

William Woodward, who for several years has 
been the most successful American sportsman to 
race horses in England, received from his English 
stable the following: 

*Hypnotist, b. c., 4, by Hyperion—Flying Gal, by *Sir 
Gallahad III. Stakes winner, among best colts of his 
year in England, half-brother to the stakes winners 
*Boswell and Gainly. 

Foxbrough, b. c., 4, by *Sir Gallahad III—Marguerite, 
by Celt. Top 2-year-old of 1938, brother to Gallant 
Fox and Fighting Fox, half-brother to Petee-Wrack. 

*Faust, b. c., 2, by Fairway—Merry Vixen, by *Sir Gal- 
lahad III, Twice third in three starts this season in 
England. Half-brother to *Bosley. 

Bladen, b. c., 3, by *Sir Gallahad III—La Palina, by 
*Ambassador IV. High-class maiden. 

Flying Gal, b. m., 13, by *Sir Gallahad III—*Filante, by 
Sardanapale. Stakes winner in the United States, sent 
to England and there dam of the stakes winners *Bos- 
ley, Gainly, and *Hypnotist. 

The horses in training were sent to join the 
stable of James Fitzsimmons, and Flying Gal was 
included in a car of horses shipped to Kentucky. 
In this car were two fillies owned by Joseph E. 
Widener and consigned to his Elmendorf Farm 
at Lexington. One of these was Breathless, a 2- 
year-old daughter of Haste out of Entwine, by 
Chance Shot. The other was reported as ‘“Gail- 
lonelle filly.” Gaillonelle is the dam of 2- and 3- 
year-old fillies; this is probably her 2-year-old 
daughter by Bahram, which had been nominated 
by Mr. Widener for some of the more important 
English stakes. 

In the shipment to Kentucky were six mares 
and fillies purchased by Arthur B. Hancock from 
Viscount Astor’s Cliveden Stud and consigned 
to Claiborne Stud at Paris, Ky. Three of these 
mares had foals at side, by Mahmoud, Hyperion, 
and Fairway. The other mares were two 3-year- 
olds and a 2-year-old. The consignment, one of 
the choicest to reach the United States in some 
time, is as follows: 


*Miss Erene, ch. m., 9, by Buchan—Gay Bird, by Gay 
Crusader, with filly foal by Mahmoud, and bred to 
Mahmoud. Miss Erene won Newmarket Oaks. 

*Penicuik, 


ch. m., 6, by Buchan—Pennycomequick 
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(Oaks), by Hurry On, with chestnut colt by Hyperion, 
and bred to Hyperion. *Penicuik is sister to Book- 
seller (Newbury Autumn Handicap, Melbourn Stakes, 
etc.) and half-sister to Adept (St. George, Sansovino 
Stakes). 

*Sunbeat, b. m., 6, by Solario—Point Duty (Falmouth, 
Bretby Stakes), by Grand Parade, with bay colt by 
Fairway, and bred to Fairway. *Sunbeat is sister to 
Traffic Light (Princess Royal Two-Year-Old Stakes, 
Coronation Stakes, Park Hill Stakes). 

*Song of Battle, ch. f., 3, by *Blenheim II—Soloist, by 
Solario. Bred to Rhodes Scholar. Half-sister to 
Pigling Bland, winner Midland Breeders’ Foal Plate. 

*Royal Favourite, ch. f., 3, by Palais Royal—Quick Rise 
(sister to the stakes winner Pompier, and half-sister 
to the stakes winner Cragadour), by Hurry On. Bred 
to Rhodes Scholar. *Royal Favourite is half-sister to 
Early School (Coventry Stakes, Malton Plate, etce.). 

*Eastbourne, b. f., 2, by Easton—Miss Cavendish (half- 
sister to *Bright Knight), by Chaucer. *Eastbourne is 
half-sister to the stakes winners Betty, Creme Brulee, 
and Cavendo. 

Robert Sterling Clark was represented in the 
cargo from England by seven mares, five with 
foals at foot, two yearling colts, and four 2-year- 
olds. The mares were the Oaks winner *Galatea, 
in foal to Felstead; the California-bred California 
Ada, in foal to Le Ksar; Metella, by Mad Hatter, 
with foal by Cameronian; Galaday, by *Sir Galla- 
had III, with bay filly, named *Easter Day, by 
Easton; *Theodora, by *Teddy, with foal by Cariff; 
*Karam Sultan, by *Kantar, with brown filly by 
Mid-day Sun; and Kakapo, by Macaw, with foal 
by Sir Cosmo. Galaday, winner in the United 
States, stakes winner in England, and dam of the 
English Oaks winner *Galatea, was not bred this 
year. (A more complete account of Mr. Clark’s 
mares in England was published in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE of March 30, page 527.) 


Mr. Clark got in two yearling colts, by Easton 
out of the American-bred stakes winner Kakapo 
and by Brokers Tip out of Metella. He received 
also four 2-year-olds which were shipped to Sara- 
toga, including a promising colt, foaled in Amer- 
ica, called Air Marshal, by *Challenger II—Fly- 
ing Field, by Campfire. 

Mr. Clark still has about 10 mares left in 
France, including the American stakes winner 
Current. 

Two other horses, belonging to Marshall Field, 
were taken off the boat and sent to the stable of 
George Odom, but the identity of these was not 
learned. 

According to information received by THE 
BLOoD-HORSE, the horses, which were shipped 
under the direction of Frank Johnson, arrived in 
excellent physical condition, a circumstance sur- 
prising to American horsemen who have grown 
accustomed to seeing only out-of-condition horses 
arrive from Europe. 


Mr. Mayer's Mares 


Daniel B. Midkiff, of Lexington, generalissimo 
of the now very peaceful racing establishment of 
Hollywood’s Louis B. Mayer, informs THE BLOopD- 
HORSE that four mares purchased in England by 
Mr. Mayer are now on the Atlantic and expected 
to arrive in New York in the next few days. 
These are as follows: 


Indira, b., 1932, by Blandford—Herod’s Joy, by Roi 
Herode, with bay filly by Cameronian and in foal to 
Solario. 

Oronsay, ch., 1933, by Sansovino—Ben In Or, by Spion 
Kop (lost foal of 1940), in foal to Donatello II. 

Notley Abbey, b., 1930, by Friar Marcus—Tangy, by 
Cylgad, with bay colt by Solario and in foal to 
Nearco. 

Shining Cloud, br., 1931, by Solario—Queen of Flight, 
by White Eagle, with bay filly by Bellacose and in 
foal to Nearco. 


Shining Cloud was purchased very recently. 
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The other three mares were bought last year, but 
were left in England to be bred to outstanding 
stallions. 

The four mares will be shipped to Kingston 
Farm at Lexington, where they will remain, along 
with Mr. Mayer’s other breeding stock, until 
March 1 next. On that date Mr. Midkiff’s lease 
on Kingston Farm expires. Arrangements have 
been made for Mr. Mayer to lease from Mr. Mid- 
kiff that part of the former Duntreath Farm 
purchased in May by Mr. Midkiff, and all of Mr. 
Mayer’s breeding stock now at Kingston will be 
transferred to the new farm. 


*Strong Wheat 


The 6-year-old mare *Strong Wheat, by the 
Derby winner Trigo out of Undaunted, by *Teddy, 
second dam Persistent, by Spearmint, with her 
first foal, a bay colt by Pay Up, arrived in Lex- 
ington last week and was sent to Howard Oots’ 
Fayette Farm. She was purchased in England 
by Townsend B. Martin. *Strong Wheat was a 
winner and sister to the stakes winners Chirgwin, 
Wheatfield, and Wheatland. Undaunted, her dam, 
is sister to *King Bruce and Fleche d’Or, dam of 
the stakes winners Golden Sovereign and Na- 
dushka.

Two-Year-Old Winners 


Through the racing of July 13, the leading sire 
of 2-year-old winners, as far as numbers were 
concerned, was Flying Heels, a promising young 
stallion which was lost early in the summer in 
a fire at Timberlawn Farm, Paris, Ky. He has 
15 juveniles which have won, or two more than 
Ariel, which stands at Mereworth. Stimulus, 
sire of speedy 2-year-olds at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud, has 11, and Calumet Farm’s 
Chance Play has 10. 

An important factor, usually absent from lists 
of leading sires, is the number of foals from 
which the winners were obtained. Thus Ariel’s 
13 winners represent 54 per cent of his crop. 
Flying Heels, with 45 foals in 1938, has 33 per 
cent winners. Set forth below is a tabulation 
showing all stallions represented by five or more 
2-year-old winners in North America through 
July 13, the number of foals in their 1938 crop, 
and the percentage of 2-year-old winners. The 
rumber of foals is taken from the first supple- 
ment to Volume XVII of the American Stud Book, 
but foals which died before the issuance of that 
supplement are not included.

Willie Lee Nutter 


HE consignment which Willie Lee Nutter takes 

to Saratoga each year, from his farm in Scott 
County, is never a large one, but it is usually of 
good quality. This year Mr. Nutter is fortunate 
in that he has a very creditable sextet to offer 
and that one of the better horses he has bred, 
Can’t Wait, came down to take the Butler Handi- 
cap only a few weeks before the sales begin. 

Far the best-looking colt in Mr. Nutter’s lot is 
a bay half-brother to Can’t Wait, by *Pharamond 
Il—Winged Bee. He is a very well finished colt, 
compact for his size (15.1, on a guess), with a 
good sloping shoulder, rather short cannons, a 
high flat croup, straight hind legs. He is strong 
behind as well as in front, and would be an out- 
standing yearling under any circumstances. The 
success of his half-brother will get him attention 
and that is about all he needs. 

The High Quest—Emily Berz colt is bigger 
nearly 15.3, strong and rugged, but smoother than 
his size and breeding would lead one to expect. 
His withers are high and thin, his shoulder good, 
and the whole forehand well muscled. He is good 
behind also, stands and walks well. The third 
colt, by Roman Soldier—Curiosity Shop is a 
beauty. A bit smaller than the others, he is ex- 
cellently finished, well made all around, and very 
powerful. There was no “hole’”’ that I could see 
in any of the three. 

Of the three fillies, I liked best the chestnut 
by Head Play——Note o’ Love, a half-sister to the 
stakes winners Conquer and Touch and Go. She 
is big-bodied and substantial, with well set legs, 
very strong hindquarters. The bay by High 
Quest—Cloverplay is big, as the High Quests have 
a way of being, standing nearly 15.3. She is a 
very substantial filly high and thin in the withers, 
the croup well up and strong, with heavy muscle 
all around. The bay by Hollyrood— Perseverance 
is a tall smooth one, nearly as large as the High 
Quest, with a good deal of scope. She is deep 
through the chest, strong behind. J. H. P. 


Charlton Clay 


HARLTON CLAY, one of the veterans of the 
Saratoga sales, has 10 Saratoga yearlings— 
eight colts and two fillies—at his Marchmont 
Farm, which lies next to the Claiborne Stud of 
his brother-in-law, Arthur B. Hancock, in Bour- 
bon County, Kentucky. They are quite up to 
the excellent standard maintained at Marchmont 
from year to year. 
Brown colt by *Sir Gallahad IfI—Arena, by St. 
James: Star of the lot. Good-sized, of medium 
build, with excellent legs, a good masculine *Sir 
— III head. Has a lot of sense, says Mr. 
ay. 
Bay colt by Wise Counsellor—Carreen, by *Sun 
Briar: Good Wise Counsellor type. Racy, wiry, 
wide-awake. A good first foal. 


Chestnut colt by Wise Counsellor—Love Lyric, 
by John P. Grier: Flashy, smooth, racy, strong, 
true, especially good about the hindquarters.

W. S. Threlkeld 


OR many years W. S. Threlkeld has been 

breeding Thoroughbreds exclusively for the 
market, and he is one of the masters of giving 
the Saratoga buying public what it wants. At his 
excellent farm in Henry County, Kentucky, he 
has his usual lot of well bred, well shaped, and 
perfectly fitted yearlings, to be sold on the eve- 
ning of Thursday, August 8. The consignment 
is a little smaller than usual, however, with only 
three colts and four fillies, as follows: 


Bay colt by Wise Counsellor—Kitty Williams, 
by Granite: An excellent colt, strikingly hand- 
some, of medium build, muscular, fine in quality, 
with good head, crested neck, well developed 
withers, high rump, and very good quarters. A 
late foal. 


Bay colt by Stimulus—cColas, by *Cohort: First 
foal of a mare which had to be taken out of train- 
ing after breaking a bone in her foot. In color 
and general build this colt reminds one of Epa- 
tant, another good Stimulus horse raised at this 
farm. He is blocky, deep and wide through the 
body, extra strong in the shoulders and forearms, 
quarters and gaskins, and shows excellent bal- 
ance whether standing or walking. 


Bay colt by Flying Heels—Persian Lady, by 
*Omar Khayyam: Stands nearly 15.2, rangy, ex- 
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traordinarily strong about the forearms, deep 
through the quarters, good-boned, well assembled, 
with considerable quality, and sharply flexed in 
the neck. 

Bay filly by Jamestown—Merry Dance, by Mor- 
vich: Compact, balanced, strong, smooth, wide- 
bodied. 

Grey filly by *Royal Minstrel—*Lambling, by 
Solario: Good-sized, full-bodied, wide fore and aft, 
strong, fine-quality, generally good. This one is 
jointly owned by Mr. Threlkeld and Warner L. 
Jones, Jr. 

Bay filly by Hadagal—Absolution, by John P. 
Grier: Smallish, blocky, extra strong, quick. 

Bay filly by Ariel—Clarissa Anne, by Sir Mar- 
tin: Wiry, racy, up-and-doing, like most of the 
Ariels. Has regular, vigorous, impressive walk. 
Long from hip to hock and sharply rounded at the 
croup. J. A. E. 


Claiborne Stud 


USTOMARILY the yearlings from Arthur 

Boyd Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., 
and Ellerslie Stud, Charlottesville, Va., are sold 
together. But this year the group at Claiborne 
has been supplemented by eight imported year- 
lings, purchased in England for resale, and this 
has made the consignment too bulky for a single 
night. So the 52 head from Claiborne Stud will 
be sold on the regular “Hancock night,’ August 
9, and those from Ellerslie will not come up for 
sale until August 15. 

In July, 1934, when J. A. Estes was looking 
over the yearlings at Claiborne, Mr. Hancock re- 
marked, “I don’t think I ever saw as many good 
colts on one farm in one year.” Estes thought- 
fully committed this to paper and got it out a 
few years later. From that crop, foals of 1933, 
came Seabiscuit, Granville, Tintagel, Flares, 
Snark, Faust, Forever Yours, Teufel, White 
Cockade, Sangreal, Proclivity, Abbatoro, Toro- 
lee, and some other good horses. Some of them 
belonged to Belair and Wheatley Studs, some 
went to Saratoga to the auctions. 

This year Mr. Hancock thinks he has the best 
crop since that of 1933. They are a grand, even 
lot of yearlings, uniformly clean, straight, and 
well made, in good sales condition, and Mr. Han- 
cock views the coming market, and the talk of 
falling averages, without too much pessimism. 

Personal preference among the imported year- 
lings was the chestnut colt by Hyperion— 
Gwyniad, a half-brother to two English stakes 
winners. He is a substantial, big-topped sort, with 
good withers, high croup, and good muscle and 
bone. He has a good many black “Bend Or spots” 
on his coat. Trainer Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, who in- 
spected the group before their purchase, was said 
to prefer the chestnut colt by Loaningdale—Miss 
Bula, but his preference may be partly accounted 
for by the fact that he trained Loaningdale. The 
colt is a big, strong, sturdy one, deep through the 
heart, very powerful in the quarters, with a short 
cannon bone.

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in the imported group is a bay by Caerleon—Lay 
Sister, a big substantial sort, deep in the chest, 
with well sprung ribs and strong flat croup. 

*Sir Gallahad III has seven representatives in 
the consignment. A quite impressive one is the 
grey colt from *Triumph II, the dam being a half- 
sister to the smashing French racer Victrix. He 
is very smooth and well balanced, very strong in 
gaskin and forearm. The brown colt from Felisa 
is also smooth and neat, with short cannons, high 
strong quarters, a fine head. The colt from War 
Banner is big-bodied, with a good deal of finish, 
with big durable joints, and well sloped, springy 
pasterns. The colt from Kestrel is a narrow- 
forked, strong bay, with a good shoulder and 
withers. The remaining colt, from Gay Music, 
may be a good performer, but he will not draw a 
lot of attention, being somewhat down in the 
back. Otherwise he is well made. The Alice 
Harris filly, the first offering in the sale, is a 
half-sister to Teralice. She is very smart and 
stylish, with a well fitted neck, and is short in the 
cannon, strong in gaskin and stifle. The other 
filly, out of Mad Passion, is substantial and well 
finished, very strong behind. She is probably the 
better of the two. 

I saw six colts and a filly by Stimulus. One 
of the best colts, I thought, was the chestnut 
from Light Eagle, a rangy, speedy-looking one, 
with an exceptionally strong forearm, and a veri- 
table knot of muscle just above the elbow. He is 
high behind, and long to the hock. He ought to 
race very well, having sound and sturdy-looking 
legs. The chestnut from Lady Stone may be a bit 
more stylish. He has a good springy walk, is 
made right all around. The bay from Tweet 
Tweet is strong, of no more than medium size, 
with big feet, a high strong croup. *Spring II 
has a finely finished bay, medium-sized, with very 
straight hind legs, high thin withers. A good 
deal of interest will attach to the bay from Sable 
Scarf, as the mare is a three-fourths sister to 
Granville. He is big-bodied, smooth, with a lot 
of quality. His neck is rather short, his back a 
little so, and he is very strong and well developed. 
The remaining Stimulus colt is also from Gran- 
ville’s family, being out of that racer’s half- 
sister, Miss Gravity. He is longer than the Sable 
Scarf colt, but also big-bodied and well finished. 
The only Stimulus filly, from Lady Lovely, is a 
growthy sort, plainly finished, but destined to 
make a big mare. Her cannons are short, and 
she has a good deal of the muscle which Stimulus 
puts on his get. 

Omaha also is represented by seven yearlings. 
The picture horse of the group, and in fact of the 
whole consignment, is a restless, powerful chest- 
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nut colt from Sun Spot, which is a half-sister to 
Gallant Sir. He may be the biggest of the Han- 
cock offerings, and is an extremely rugged, fine- 
looking colt, high-headed, with rather short can- 
nons, powerful forearm and stifle. He has a good 
share of the vitality which goes with good horses, 
and he is a top yearling in any company. Whisk- 
olo’s half-brother, from Stonechat, is a medium- 
sized, fairly smooth sort, with well sprung ribs 
and good musculature. The bay from the Latonia 
Cup winner Percussion is rangy and rugged, long- 
bodied, with high thin withers. I am not fond of 
lengthy horses generally, but this looks like a 
good one. The chestnut from Mirabelle will pre- 
sent as good a pedigree as Saratoga sees, the dam 
being a full sister to Man o’ War. The colt is big- 
topped and strong, with clean legs and a lot of 
power. The Crackaloo colt is good-sized, deep 
through the heart, with exceptional power behind. 
He is all right in front, too, but his hindquarters 
will win races for him. There were two Omaha 
fillies. Phalara has a fairly blocky chestnut, 
short-backed and high behind, and generally fast- 
looking. The other is a half-sister to Motto, out 
of Maxima, a half-sister to Porter’s Mite. She is 
a nice, evenly made filly, with her neck well fitted 
to sloping shoulders, and with good muscle and 
bone. 

*Blenheim II has a colt and two fillies. The 
colt, out of Gotoit, is a big, well furnished chest- 
nut, with a rather long rein-length, very strong 
and good. *Winsome Way (dam of Forever 
Yours) has a smart, good-looking grey, with good 
bone, high square rump, and a finely modeled 
head. The other filly, a half-sister to Hadagal 
and Pansy Walker, is rangier, stronger, but not 
handsomer. She stands and walks straight, has a 
good shoulder. 

Reigh Count also has a colt and two fillies. The 
colt is a well palanced, strong one, out of Lady 
Consul, smart and good-looking. The My Bonnie 
filly is deep-bodied and substantial, very good 
fore and aft. The Destiny Bay filly is also big- 
bodied, evenly made, with clean legs. They are 
all chestnuts. 

Hard Tack has a good-looking, well finished 
colt from Prodigy, dam of Brown Wisdom and 
other stakes winners. His legs are set on well, 
he is deep-chested and strong behind, and he 
should be very fast. Another colt, from Cloud- 
less, is a medium-sized chestnut, strong in the 
quarters, with good bone. The only Hard Tack 
filly I saw was a plain but well furnished chest- 
nut from Sundina, a half-sister to the steeple- 
chaser Good Chance. 

*Jacopo has six yearlings in the consignment, 
but I saw only two of them, a colt and a filly. The 
colt is a very smooth, substantial one, short- 
legged, strong, and not too big. He should be 
durable. The filly is a full sister to the Acorn 
and Oaks winner Damaged Goods, out of Per- 
jury. She is very good, neat and racy, with high 
thin withers, good driving power, a broad, deep 
chest. 

Chance Shot also has a colt and a filly. The 
colt is a medium-sized blocky sort, extremely 
suggestive of Peace Chance when that Belmont 
Stakes winner was a yearling. He has good bone, 
short neck and back, and suggests a stayer and a 
weight-carrier. The filly is good and substantial, 
longer than the colt, with a good forearm. 

The remaining four that I saw are by different 
sires. Pompohone (half-sister to Pompoon) has 
a big-bodied chestnut by Gallant Fox, with a very 
flat croup, thick gaskins, clean legs. The High 
Quest—Firewater filly is nicely finished, smooth, 
good everywhere, and is a very attractive filly.

R. ESLIE A. ASBURY is a Cincinnati surgeon 

who, like many another, wants to breed a 
good race horse. Looking toward the gratifica- 
tion of that desire, a few years ago he purchased 
a wreck of a house and the rolling acres around 
it which had once been the Nicholas County 
home of Thomas Metcalfe, governor of Kentucky. 
He has restored and modernized the house, doc- 
tored the land, stocked it with good broodmares, 
until Forest Retreat has become once more one 
of the show places of the Blue Grass country. 
(Still unrestored is a cabin in which Daniel 
Boone, ubiquitous in Kentucky history, lived for 
several years.) 

On these historical acres Dr. Asbury has hopes 
of raising a few horses which will contribute 
notably to the Turf history of the future. There 
he has about 11 broodmares and eight foals, got

Grey colt by *Royal Minstrel—White Veil, by 
*Negofol: Low-set, good-bodied, short-legged, 
lengthy, strong, with a lot of pushing power on 
the rear end. As might have been expected in a 
consignment with two good colts, there has de- 
veloped a good-sized argument as to which is the 
better. To me the Omaha colt seemed to be 
something of a “standout,” but I understand 
some good horsemen expect the son of *Royal 
Minstrel to outdo him. (It never takes more than 
two horses and two human beings to start an 
argument.) 

Bay filly by *Jacopo—Grand Flight, by Mad 
Hatter: Smooth, neat, .well balanced, with ex- 
cellent head and neck, wide chest, short back, 
deep strong quarters, and legs well set on. 

Bay filly by Wise Counsellor—Benevolence, by 
*Sir Gallahad III: Sister to Charitable. Feminine, 
neat, smooth, strongly muscled, with good sub- 
stance, well assembled, and a good walker.

Lucas B. Combs 


FTER I had seen 13 of the 14 yearlings which 
will go to Saratoga in the consignments of 
Hon. Leslie Combs, trustee, and Lucas B. Combs, 
the groom went into the last stall and brought 
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out a medium-sized chestnut colt that came out 
and stood like a cat ready to spring. He is a 
blocky and compact son of Jamestown—Demi- 
rep, as likely a winner as I have seen. The late 
W. S. Vosburgh once wrote of *Voter, “his back 
was cloven like a ram’s,”’ and the same descrip- 
tion would apply to this Jamestown colt—a deep 
line divides his quarters, as seen from behind, 
with a great roll of muscle on each side. The 
groom remarked, with some resignation, that “he 
won't never give up.” The exercise boy that gets 
him will have a handful, and the man that gets 
him will have a race horse. On the farm he is 
referred to as “John Dillinger.” 

Another colt with terrific power is the chestnut 
by Jack High—Refine, and thus a half-brother to 
the unfortunate but speedy Thingumabob. He is 
big, between 15.2 and 15.3, extremely powerful, 
with a short back for his size, very powerful and 
full of “electricity.” He ought to run as fast as 
any. 

A second son of Jamestown, from Lotofus, is 
an upstanding, good-sized chestnut, muscled very 
well, and with good substantial joints. 

Agrarian has a bay son from Keepsake that is 
lengthy and big topped, with a very well sloped 
shoulder and straight hind leg. 

All of the others in the lot are by the home 
stallion Broadside, a rather unpublicized sire of 
sturdy and hard-hitting horses. The North Wind 
colt is fairly smooth, with high withers, good 
strong croup. Shalimar has a black colt, rather 
blocky, very hard in flesh and nicely muscled. 
Mira Mia’s colt is a bay, lengthy and fast-looking, 
with a nice head, high croup, and good shoulder. 
Bignonia has a brown colt, fairly compact, racy- 
looking, and good in the forehand. The bay from 
Last Night is rangier, very strongly muscled,

Since coming into the market 
a few years ago he has been vigorous in building 
up his band of broodmares, and he already has 
sent out a number of youngsters whose perform- 
ances have gained the attention of customers for 
his future offerings. This year, a few months 
ago, he sold privately to William E. Boeing, the 
entire group of yearlings he had intended to cata- 
logue for Saratoga, and these are still being kept 
at the farm. In order to keep his place in the 
sales schedule and to maintain his contacts, Mr. 
Jones has gone out and got together five colts 
which he will offer at Saratoga on the evening of 
August 8. These substitutes are very good ones, 
and at least one of them promises to be among 
the stars of the auction series.

He is good-sized, balanced, smooth, neither light 
nor heavy, with plenty of substance, bone, and 
quality, fitted together with gratifying precision, 
smart about the head and neck, high at the with- 
ers, strongly muscled about the shoulder and 
hind-quarters, and with a good straight hind leg. 

Bay colt by Chance Sun—Better Judgment, by 
*Nassovian: Medium-sized, strong, smooth, true- 
made, substantial, quick.

EN colts and six fillies make up the lot which 

Leslie Combs II is sending from his Spend- 
thrift Farm, which has now become a regular 
consignor to the Saratoga auctions. Included 
are a few in which Warren Wright’s Calumet 
Farm holds an interest, and these are now quar- 
tered at Calumet Farm, where they are being 
exercised by the somewhat unusual method of 
galloping them with a pony. 

Two colts by Chance Play are in the Calumet 
group. A brown out of After All is a big, rangy, 
substantial sort, very strong and muscular, with 
rather short cannons, a vigorous forehand. The 
other, out of The Beasel, is also big (about 15.2), 
growthy, and heavily boned. 

Bostonian also has two colts in the lot. Chic 
Maud has a substantial, somewhat plain bay son, 
very high and strong in the hindquarters, also 
with good bone. The bay from Glynna is good- 
sized, powerfully put together, with plenty of 
room for heart and lungs. 

Only other sire to have two sons in the con- 
signment is *Cohort. He has a medium-sized 
chestnut from Columbia, rugged and hard, with 
flat, high, muscular croup, well sloped pasterns 
that will take a lot of pounding. The bay from 
Cartela is more trim and neat, but strong as well, 
deep in the chest and short in the back. 

The *Pharamend II-—Diagnosis colt, a nicely 
made bay, might be the best of the lot. He is 
very smooth and good, robust and active. He 
has good substantial joints, and is muscled far 
down. 

The Diavolo—Brown Princess colt, which 
stands about 15.2, is a rangy, well furnished bay, 
broad-chested and muscular, with good sound 
legs and plenty of power.

The Chance Play, from 
Lady Lark, is a plain, tough, hard-fleshed filly 
of medium size. 

Hadagal has a bay daughter from Peter Polly, 
which is big (15.2 or so), with high, thin withers, 
strong hindquarters, muscular forearms. 

The Jack High—*Song Bird filly is a smooth, 
lengthy bay, with short cannons, good bone, 
strong musculature, and well made legs. Four 
white socks give her a good deal of flash. 

The *Jacepo—Freesia filly is a smooth, 
medium-sized, well collected bay. She is one of 
the sort which, without being particularly re- 
markable at any single point, strikes me as being 
well put together and of even development all 
around.

gee of the largest producers of Thoroughbreds 
for the market is the Mereworth Stud of 
Walter J. Salmon, near Lexington. In the last 
few years Mr. Salmon’s optimism has been such 
that he has added materially to the number of 
mares at Mereworth and has also increased the 
number of stallions. Including a number of 
bearders, something like a hundred broodmares 
are now quartered at the farm. This year’s con- 
signment from Mereworth will number about 42, 
of which the writer saw all but four. 


Ariel, which has now stood at Mereworth for 
the last three seasons, has by far the largest 
representation among the yearlings to be sold, 
as he is the sire of six colts and eight fillies in 
the group. This son of Eternal is one of the most 
popular sires in the country, and his Mereworth 
yearlings are certain to attract attention. 


There are six Ariel colts. The black out of 
Posted, by *Swift and Sure, is an extra strong, 
well balanced one, wide in the chest, short in the 
back, and powered to the extreme in the hind- 
quarters. The son of Keyword, by *Swift and 
Sure, is fairly tall, of medium build, and has that 
trigger-edge quickness which so frequently goes 
with an early-developing youngster. The colt 
from Playsickle, by *Sickle, another black, is of 
medium build, strong, quick, and well assembled.

The bay filly out 
of Quadrangle, by *Swift and Sure, is very com- 
pact and strong, well balanced, and wide behind, 
with a high, sharply rounded croup. The chest- 
nut from Discern, by Display, is big-bodied, much 
more husky than the average Ariel, is smooth, 
rounded at the croup, and wide and powerful in 
the quarters. The filly out of Rosemary, by *Swift 
and Sure, is smallish, quick, strong, and substan- 
tial. 

Bold Venture, whose first 2-year-olds are now 
racing, is represented by six colts and two fillies, 
including two colts owned by Morton L. Schwartz, 
former owner of the 1936 Kentucky Derby- 
Preakness winner. Mr. Schwartz's colts are a 
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bay out of Pepsin, by *Chicle, and a chestnut out 
of Broomhandle, by *Negofol. Both are big ones, 
the Broomhandle colt being smoother and bigger 
of body. But I much preferred the one out of 
Pepsin. 

The four Mereworth colts by Bold Venture are 
smaller and quicker than these two. The chest- 
nut out of Mad Step, by Mad Hatter, is an extra 
nice cne, smooth and smart, rather flashy, of fine 
quality and good substance, strongly muscled, 
wide-fronted, and with excellent, well placed legs. 
He was not foaled until May 20. The brown 
colt out of the good mare *Snowcapt, already 
dam of four stakes winners, is a blocky sort, 
smoothly turned. The brown out of Morprin, by 
Prince of Umbria, is quick, racy, extra straight 
in the hind leg. According to Dr. Robert H. 
Bardwell, manager at Mereworth, he is “the 
longest-striding little horse you ever saw, and 
smart enough to talk.” Ornate’s chestnut son is 
a flashy, well balanced fellow of medium build 
and considerable quality. ' 

Of the twe Bold Venture fillies, much the 
larger is the chestnut from Flashing, by Sir Mar- 
tin. She looks very much an athlete, with a 
medium build and distinct, strong muscles. She 
stands and walks particularly well. The chest- 
nut out of Roseomar, by *Omar Khayyam, 
though one would not have expected such a build 
frcm such a pedigree, is inclined toward the pony 
type, small, good-bodied, smooth, with a short 
back and very straight hind leg. The get of Bold 
Venture do not run especially to a type, but are 
rather regularly marked with the wide front and 
strong quarters of their sire. 

Display, the iron horse of the late ‘twenties, 
has been a mainstay of Mereworth in the Sara- 
tega sales for years. This time the son of Fair

Foaled May 11, he is medium-sized, with 
good substance, well balanced, smart and showy, 
with excellent head and neck, short back, deep 
middle-pigce, strong quarters, straight hock, 
good legs, and an up-and-doing attitude toward 
life. 

Of lighter frame, but also with excellent prom- 
ise is the brown colt out of Baby Buzzard, by 
Black Toney. This one runs rather toward the 
type of his maternal grandsire, is smoothly 
turned, graceful, and tending toward elegance. 
The chestnut out of Flying Brigade, by *Light 
Brigade, is another of the tops, a big, full-bodied, 
good-legged, good-boned, true-shaped fellow with 
a lot of quality. The bay out of Avengeance, by 
Macaw, is big-boned, very masculine, and extra 
heavy for a son of Display. Dogmatic, a daugh- 
ter of *Bull Dog, has a compact, smooth, true- 
moving colt with a very straight hind leg. The 
colt out of Glamorous, by Nocturnal, is compact, 
smooth, balanced, and properly assembled. The 
Chalet colt, a chestnut with a flaxen tail, pre- 
sents a striking appearance, is compact and 
smooth, and one of the handsomest of the lot. 
He is big-bodied and strong-quartered. 

The Display filly out of Stylistic, by Diavolo, is 
solid, deep-bodied, strong, well balanced, and 
truly made. 

When Mereworth sold Discovery in the fall of 
his 2-year-old season, it had the foresight to re- 
serve five seasons annually when the son of Dis- 
play was retired to the stud. So there are three 
Discovery colts offered among this year’s year- 
lings. The chestnut out of Wiggle, by Pennant, 
is a flashy, round-bodied, strong, true, well bal- 
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anced fellow, an excellent prospect. I liked still 
better the chestnut out of Gifted Lady, by 
*Bright Knight. This is a handsome, compact, 
well organized colt which seems to me to be one 
of the best prospects in the whole consignment. 
But the one to attract the most attention will be 
the brown colt out of Flighty Anna, dam of Voli- 
tant. This is a good-sized colt of much scope and 
substance, much bigger than anything this good 
mare has previously sent to the races. He looks 
like a good, tough campaigner. 

Infinite is represented by three colts, all good. 
The bay out of the good stakes-winning mare 
Careful, by *Wrack, especially took my eye. 
There is a look of class about this one; he is one 
of the most genuine prospects I have seen this 
year. He is medium-sized, showy, balanced, 
fairly fine as to quality, strong and substantial, 
with a splendid head and neck, short back, deep 
‘“pritches,” legs well set on, and an excellent, 
vigorous walk. He was not foaled until May 28. 
The chestnut out of Glitter, by Display, is also 
flashy, smooth, and well balanced, with an extra 
good head, and well made all round. The bay 
out of Dispel, another Display mare, is a good- 
sized, solid, strong fellow. 

*Aethelstan II has one representative in the 
lot, a chestnut filly out of Night Ship, by *Bright 
Knight, a chunky, big-bodied, wide-buttocked, 
true-made youngster with her hocks close to the 
ground. 

*Swift and Sure, one of the veterans among 
Mereworth sires, has only one offering this year, 
a good-sized, plain, rough, substantial brown colt 
out of the noted producer Toddle, dam of Dr. 
Freeland, Swivel, Mad Pursuit, etc. This year- 
ling is a full brother to Swivel, outstanding filly 
of her year.

Britain's War Becomes Total 


ONDON, June 24 (By Air Mail).—‘“Stewards 

of the Jockey Club, after consultation with 
His Majesty’s Government, announced yesterday 
that no further racing would take place under 
their rules until further notice. 

“Until further notice, the closing of races will 
be confined to races for future years. 

“Messrs. Tattersall announce that, in view of 
the general situation and all racing having been 
stopped, they are reluctantly obliged to cancel 
their First and Second July Bloodstock Sales, 
which were to take place at Newmarket.” 

Such were the drastic decisions of the Turf 
authorities made on the morning of June 19, fol- 
lowing the first extensive night bombing raid on 
this country. We are back in the position of last 
September, but with this important difference— 
that whereas then we could look with some hope 
to a not-distant improvement in the state of af- 
fairs, the immediate prospect at present is that 
matters will be worse before they get better. This 
hold-up, I feel sure, is going to be of long dura- 
tion, though the suspension may not be absolute 
for the full period of the war. 

I commended the decision, on the outbreak of 
war, to stop all forms of sport, in the belief that 
the powers that be were going to get down to the 
real business in earnest. That belief was not well 
founded, and for some nine months, let it be con- 
fessed, we have been largely dilly-dallying in 
many directions, waiting for something to turn 
up. Belatedly, we have realized that the war is a 
full-time job—and that it’s our job. It’s mighty 
uncomfortable to be jolted out of relative com- 
placency into total war effort, with the nightly 
noise of bombs and guns serving to keep one fully 
awake to the true position. And it’s mighty bad 
luck for a great many people to find, like Othello, 
that their occupation is gone—the racing and 
breeding fraternities, for instance, and your cor- 
respondent. But the greater the effort, the quicker 
the result, and I’m not going to waste words la- 
menting the stopping of sport. Being too old to 
serve again in the reguiars, it’s going to be the 
Local Defence Volunteers and some work on the 
land—in the neighborhood of Newmarket—for me 
while the hold-up lasts. I hope I’ll be able to send 
along an occasional dispatch to let you know how 
racing and breeding are weathering the storm. 
Here’s to the brighter days! 


Short-Season Statistics 


N the normal way, Ascot would be over and I 

should be commenting at about this period on 
the season’s statistics at “half-time.” Accom- 
panying this dispatch are the figures relating to 
the leading owners, breeders, trainers, jockeys, 
and sires from the opening of the 1940 campaign 
to June 18—which may well prove to be the end 
of the 1940 season. The meager money totals 
would have looked appreciably better had it been 
practicable to run the Ascot Authority meeting 
that had been fixed for Newmarket last week-end. 
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As the lists stand, they appear to be about on a 
par with the average National Hunt season! 


Esmond Harmsworth, as the owner-breeder of 
the dual classic winner, the filly Godiva, has the 
merited distinction of leading in both sections, 
though, if the old-time method of compiling these 
statistics had been adhered to, ‘“French-bred” 
would have walked away with the breeders’ cham- 
pionship. It used to be the custom to put under 
this heading all the winners which were described 
in Messrs. Weatherby’s publications as ‘bred in 
France,’ but in consequence of the fact that the 
totals began to look so formidable, the practice 
was altered some three or four years ago, at the 
request of interested people. Now, the winners 
from abroad are shown in the statistics under the 
name of their breeders, which is, of course, more 
polite altogether. Just as a matter of interest, 
however, I may mention that 41 French-breds 
have won 52 races of the value of £26,585 in this 
very attentuated season. The prizes, of course, 
include the Derby and the Two Thousand Guineas. 

And now, alack, the French “invasion”’ has been 
eliminated in a manner more drastic than even 
the most rabid isolationist among British blood- 
stock breeders and owners would desire. Maybe 
the menace of the future will be the German-bred 
racer, for the Huns may set up in the business 
with the stock that they have taken over in the 
Normandy studs and Chantilly stables. It will be 
child’s play for Goebels to fake a German Gen- 
eral Stud Book, and there will be no squeamish- 
ness about “purity of blood.” Ability to win 
through from any opposition will be the Nazi cri- 
terion of excellence in the horse as in the man. 
If it should be that the racing laurels are taken 
by animals of ‘unknown pedigree,” no one in the 
Reich could take exception. They stand for Hitler. 
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Darling Top Trainer 


HE Derby victory of Pont l’Eveque accounts 
for Fred Darling’s high place in the winning 
owners’ list and in the main for his lead among 
the trainers. Darling has some exceptionally nice 
2-year-olds in his Beckhampton stable, notably 
Owen Tudor (Hyperion—Mary Tudor), Morogoro 
(Felicitation—Moti Begum), and the filly by 
Umidwar out of Rosetta. They are rated by some 
good judges as the three best juveniles we have 
seen, though there has been so little chance to 
put 2-year-olds to the test that their precise 
merit must be largely a matter for conjecture. 
Those lavish supporters of the sport, Miss Doro- 
thy Paget and James V. Rank, have seen their 
colors to the fore with some frequency, but 
neither has secured a race of much importance. 
The versatile old Black Speck has been Mr. 
Rank’s best winner. For veteran Sir Abe Bailey 
the Newbury Cup success of Meadow was the 
most notable. 
The Aga Khan’s colors have met with no suc- 
cess to speak of, but eight of the horses he bred 
won a dozen races, the best being the 2-year-old 
Morogoro. Neither Lord Derby nor Lord Glanely 
has paid the season’s corn bill with the stakes 
won and although H. E. Morriss is credited with 
the breeding of Pont l’Eveque, and in consequence 
is second on the list of breeders, it is a rather 
barren honor. He bought the mare in France 
when she was in foal, and sold the classic off- 
spring (which was born at his Banstead Manor 
stud) for a mere “monkey.” 
It is very pleasing to see the King’s trainer, 
capable Willie Jarvis, second in the trainers’ 
table, though it would have been even more satis- 
factory had the position been achieved by virtue

of successes for the Royal colors. It is, of course, 
Mr. Harmsworth’s filly Godiva which is the star 
of the Egerton House stable. 


Capt. C. Boyd-Rochfort, who had one of the 
best teams in the land (most of them are to be 
shipped across the Atlantic), would have greatly 
improved his position if the Ascot meeting had 
been held. He has been beaten by some less 
notable members of the profession in the race for 
sixpences. I fancy that the soul of the master of 
Freemason Lodge revolted at the idea of sending 
forth his good horses to do battle for trifling 
stakes on minor courses, which was the procedure 
adopted by some big stables. I am not saying 
that this procedure is to be condemned, in these 
hard times, but perhaps Boyd-Rochfort thought, 
with regard to the small trainers in the plating 
line of business, ‘‘Their need is yet greater than 
mine.” 

The jockeys’ championship was taking its usual 
course at the time that racing was called off, 
with Gordon Richards again walking away with 
the honors. I wouldn’t go so far as to say that 
Gordon is riding as well as ever, but none of his 
rivals is showing improvement on past form, and 
this means that the champion can be allowed a 
little deterioration and still have a bit in hand. 
Our general standard of jockeyship remains high, 
but we have no outstanding artist of the Danny 
Maher type. And I think that a real thruster 
might now come along and wrest the laurels from 
Gordon Richards. I put up this encouragement 
to any overseas rider who would like to put his 
fortunes to the test here—when the good days 
come back. 

Lord Derby's grand stallion Hyperion is out 
clear in the list of winning sires, the son of Gains- 
borough being responsible for 12 winners of 16 
races, value £10,292. If he has a fair opportunity, 
Hyperion will assuredly establish his place as 
one of the great sires of all time, for his success 
to date has been phenomenal. His first stock 
raced in 1938, and five of them won races worth 
£11,175. Last season he finished second to Fair- 
way in the sires’ list, with 16 winners of 25 races 
worth £25,733.

Arlington Park officials announced recently 
that the closing date for the Classic Stakes (for 
yearlings at time of nomination) had been moved 
back to September 15, instead of the former clos- 
ing date of July 15. It is thus joined with the 
Arlington Lassie and Arlington Futurity clos- 
ings, which also come September 15. It is con- 
sidered probable that closing dates for the Wash- 
ington Futurity and the American Derby will be 
set on the same date, though this is not yet of- 
ficial. To harried breeders, already hedged about 
with early closing stakes, the change will be a 
welcome relief, as the Saratoga yearlings will 
have gone to their new owners before the Classic 
and American Derby close.

Charles Town Leaders 


After the 48-day Charles Town meeting was 
over, and statistics were assembled, it was found 
that its neighbors in Virginia had made off with 
most of the spoils. Capt. Ewart Johnston, whose 
Clay Hill Farm is at Boyce, and Miss Jayne 
Waugh, of Culpeper, shared honors among the 
owners with 10 winners each. The leading trainer 
was Charles M. Feltner, also a Virginian, who 
saddled 18 winners. Sammy Palumbo, a New 
Yorker, took riding honors, getting 45 winners. 

Distribution was up slightly over 1939. Last 
year the 48-day summer meeting had $171,700 in 
purses, for a daily average of $3,577. This year 
the total was again 48 days, the distribution 
$178,700, the daily average $3,723.

The annual meeting of stockholders of the Los 
Angeles Turf Club (Santa Anita Park) was held 
recently, and routine business was transacted, 
with President Hal E. Roach and General Man- 
ager Charles H. Strub re-elected to their posi- 
tions. Not routine was the election of two new 
directors, Carleton F. Burke and E. T. Foley. Mr. 
Burke, chairman of the California Horse Racing 
Board during the period when racing was being 
re-established in California, was admitted by all 
except the present California political adminis- 
tration as being one of-the most effective gover- 
nors the sport has had. He has bred Thorough- 
breds at his Greenfield Farm in Potrero Valley, 
California, for nearly 15 years, and until a few 
seasons ago raced a small stable as well. He 
was active in the organization of the American 
Remount Association, played number four posi- 
tion on a national open polo championship team. 
Coming on the heels of a restoration to Santa 
Anita Park of its usual winter dates, his election 
is a further strengthening of the track against 
an unfriendly administration. 

Mr. Foley, the other new director, is a member 
of a contracting and construction firm, and is 
also interested in mining. He has been interested 
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in the revival of California racing since the or- 
ganization of the Santa Anita track, and has 
been a stockholder in the corporation since its. 
beginning.
